Current Job Openings

Current Bid Projects 

Caryn Malloy explained that she spoke to Bob Savage of DeFelice Corporation regarding how they hire machine 
operators for the water rehab work they do in Town. Mr. Savage explained that the workers are dispatched from the 
Northeast Division of the International Union of Hoisting Engineers; each spring they ask for 5 or 6 workers and for 
the most part the same workers are dispatched each year. Mr. Savage indicated that most workers are of 
Portuguese decent. 

School Diversity Task Group (SDTG) 

Barbara Boltz reported that the mailing/posting developed to attract minorities and candidates of diverse 
backgrounds to apply for positions in Arlington has been distributed. In addition to the postings put out by the 
Arlington Public Schools the Committee distributed the posting in over 100 traditionally black churches in the Boston 
area. 

Barbara Boltz notified the Committee that the coffee for faculty of color was postponed; the SDTG plans to set a 
new date for the event when they next meet on March 24*'^.
